find that all the [candidates or 1SGS aro

1872,Iovery one ot them, have crossed tbe 
bridge that spans the distance between 
time and eternity. The republican lead 
ore of 1S7G are still living, but both the 
democratic leaders nro dead—Tiidcn and 
Hendricks. Garfield and Hancock, the 
leaders of 1880 ore dead, but those nomi- 
nated for the second place on tbe tickets 
are living—Arthur highly honored by 
tho American people Cor his strouc man 
laood and hia rare accomplishments as a 
gentleman, and English, of Indiana, who 
survives "as a night mare .'in democratic 
dreams," Already [oiie of the candidates 
ot 1SS4 has crossed the divide—Hendrioks 
who very early descended from the vioo 
president's chair to thegisve. 


It will bo seen from this brief review 


of notable deaths that the promise lof 
life is B very slender substructure on 
which to build expectations ot longevity 
With bat fow exceptions those whom wo 
have mentioned as hiving ibeen party 
leaders died in the prime o£ life. Ex- 
cepting Tilden and Seymour and Hen- 
dnks none of tho leaders had reached the 
ape of aixty-five, and tbo latter was only 
sixty-six. Poor Greeley carried tr.s great 
load of sorrow and disappointment to ib. 
gravo nt only sixty-one, and tho othe. 
loaders when they 
fell in 
the race 


of 
life, -were from fifty to sixty-three 


Many of them, including Henry Wilson' 
MoClellan, Hancock.Hendricke, Johnson, 
Colfax and Tildon, died suddenly. These 
f<w:ts bring to mind the saying of Horace 
Groeley, which every ono should re- 
member, "popularity is but an accident 
ftxme ia vapor, and he who clings tena- 
ciously to them to-day, will be compelled 
to lay them down to-morrow."

The charter gives tbo council 
the power to survey tho river and de- 
termine its boundaries, the expense of 
the survey to bo paid by owners of prop- 
erty along the stream.
